Rosas, the tyrant of
Buenos Ay res, is routed and has fled on

hoard an English man-of-war with his
daughter Matiuelita. There seems to be
no reason for doubting the correctness of
this intelligence, though very probably the
published details of the closing battle are

exaggerated. One of the most sanguinary
and remorseless men now living is thus ex¬

pelled from power which for twenty odd
years he has perveited to his own selfish
pnrpepes, and by the use of which he has
grown enormously rich and enriched the
cowardly assassins who have served him
It is likely that with that wealth htt will
betake himself to Europe, leaving South
Ameiica to iis lot; but it is also possible
that he may seek to use it in fomenting new
disturbances in his native country. His
utter defeat would prompt to the former,
his indomitable ambition to the latter
course, ilis daughter MiHueiita, who has
gieat influence over him, and who has
sought to lead him la a milder policy, may
now overcome hia brutal instincts, and irt-
duce him to abandon the attempt to reaover

the position he has lost. Or if he wants

employment he might go over to France
and Oiler his services to Louis Napoleon aas

Minister of War and Executioner-Cieneral.
What organization will now ba gireu to

the Argentine Statea is still a more doubtful
problem than the movements of their late
Dictator. It is certain, however, that the
city of Buenos A vies must decline in com¬
mercial importance, and that Montevideo
mubt become, what nature has made ft, the
entrepot of foreign commerce for all that
pail of South America. Tue Plata anJ the
Parana wiil also be thrown open, and the
trade of the United State» and of Europe,
with the inteiior, assume an impottaneo
hitherto unknown.

Rosas, may exhibit a degree of wisdom and
moderation which we do not presume to
count upon, and that the country may enter

iruproTf n-cnt which the patriotic and much
abused Unitaiians of 182U so ardently anti¬

cipated for it.

(Central America.

Mr. Secretary Webster, Mr. Crampto".
the British Ambassador, and Mr. Molina,
the representative of Costa Rica, are now

engaged at Washington in di awing up the
bases on which it is proposed to settle at

once the difficulties between the United
States and England with reference to the
Central American question, as well as those
between England and Nicaragua, and be¬
tween Costa Rica and Micaragru»^. Mr.

Marcoleta, the able representatire of Nica¬
ragua, i.t, we are sorry to say, not present at

these conferences, not having received in¬
structions in that respect from the govern¬
ment of that State, and the late revolution
having prevented the organization of the
new federal union and government, includ¬
ing Nicaragua, Honduras and San Salvador,
to which each of those States has decided
to delegate the management of its foreign
a flairs.
Though the expulsion of Lord Palmerston

from the British Cabinet, and the advent of
Lord Granville, were followed by the re¬

call of the bullying Chatfield from Central
America and the appointment of a new man

in hia place, no essential change his been
made in the direction of British policy.
The instructions which Lord Granville gave
to Mr. Crampton.instructions under which
he is now acting, aud which we presume
the new Foreign Secretary, Lord Malmes-

bury, will not revoke.are the same is the
British Legation had before received from
Lord Palmerston. They are, that in set¬

tling the Central American question, Nicar¬
agua shall be required to indemnify the
King of the Mosquitos for the surrerder of
the port of San Juan ; and to establish,
conjointly with England, a boindary
line between her own territory and
th« Mosquito Kingdom. Mr. ('ramp-
ton is also instructed to support tbe
claim of Costa Rica to Guanacaste a pro¬
vince which is in dispute between Nitaragua
and that republic, and the right to wnich, as

we showed some time since, is much more

clearly with Nicaragua than with ;he other
iiarty. This claim involves a vast tract of
land, partly wild and partly settled, extend¬
ing from the Pacific, along the southern
shore of Lake Nicaragua and the right bank
of the river San Juan, to tbe Atlantic.
Cotta Rica also claims the rigit of freely
using the port of San Juan, tke river and
the lake, without paying any duty to Nic¬
aragua. And theso claims, as we h;ive
stated, Mr. Crampton is instructed to sup¬
port, and if possible, to have recognised and
established in a treaty to which England
and the United States shall be parties.

In conformity with these instructions, Mr.
Crampton has declared to Mr. Webster that
he will not treat at all, except Costa Rica
be a party to the negotiations. To this
demand Mr. Webster has assented, and Mr.
Molina is accordingly made a sharer in
the conferences above referred to, wkicb,
as we believe, commenced at Washington
on Thursday last.
The object of this action of the British

Government is plain. It is to preserve,
through Costa Rica, a foothold on the great
channel of communication across the Cen¬
tral American isthmus. The Mosquito
Kingdom must shrink back into its original
proportions ; the port of San Juan, whose
dishonorable seizure was so carelessly per¬
mitted by the administration of Messrs.
Polk and Buchanan, must be surrendered
to Nicaragua, its rightful owner ; but Costa
Rica has long been and still is a province
under British control, and by giving her the
possession of one shore of the river San
Juan and of Lake Nicaragua, with the right
of unobstructed navigation, England secures
the means of power and influence in Cen-
tial America against whatever emergency.
This is the reason why Mr. Crampton is
instructed to support Costa Rica in these
very flimsy claims against Nicaragua.
Such was the state of things at the

opening of the negotiations bow pending.
We think the duty of the American Gov¬
ernment was plain in tbe matter. In the
first place it was to insist on the abandon¬
ment of San Juan by the Engiish and its
restoration to the power holding it at the
time of its recent seizure, to Nicaragua.
1 his is rendered imperative by our positioa
as a party to the Clayton and Bui wer treaty,
as well as by our commercial interests gen¬
erally. That treaty, and all our -elation s.

put us in the position of a mediator in be¬
half o>f Nicaragua, and of a protector of
Ntcatagua so far as the question of Sao
Juan is concerned. But in this controversy
between Nicaragua and Costa Rica, we
have, no cause to intermeddle. That is a
local matter in which, at the most, the Pre¬
sident might, if requested by the parties,
assume the office tjf umpire, but which we
ftaTe otherwise, nothing to do with*settling.
And especially when it is brought up as a
list card of British diplomacy, to be played
against the friends and the interests of the
I'tited States in that region, it would seem
that an American Secretary ajf State could
have but one answer, aad that a refusal to
treat on any such basis.
This has nut been done by Mr. Webster,

however. As we state abore, he has ad-
mitted the declaration of Mr. Crampton,
and has admitted Costa Rica's claims
against Nicaragua as a proper subject to be
considered in the treaty now proposed.
Thus* he has taken a pregnant and weighty
.tep toward ths sacrifice ol* American in-
U rests tc Biitish diplomacy.
These are facts to which the attention of

the press and of the country should be di¬
rected, sad winch should call fvrth a do-

cic'ed expiesaion of public opi .ion. Not
nerely the plain di. täte that the Amerhan
F» j i%Bfl should pursue in American policy,
but the fact that Nicaragua is not repre-
¦sjsvted in these negotiations, and that she
looks with friendly confider.ee to the United
States foi the protection of her outraged
interests, should lead our Government to
beware how it favors her rivals and the ri¬
vals of our own country and commerce, at
the expense of that small but important
^tite, and of the justice we owe her.

A Frail of Fl«wrn.
We are a grave people, foreigner* say,

but we are fond of amusement. That is
tiie teeret of the opera here. It is founded
not ia our musical sensibility, but in our

love of excitement. Lectures are attended
for the tame reason. There must be some¬

thing marvelous in experiment, broad in
illustration, or startling in theory to assem¬

ble a large audience. But this excitement,
which we seek as amusement, is a subtle
virus of influence that permeates society,
and* it is of the last importance that the in¬
evitable hunger be appeased with what is
no less permanently beneficial than what is
tempo' amusing.

In f i ew,we hail every project which
proflLiats to secure the ends of public
amusement with public benefit. Not in the
gilded-pill style, however. Wo do not w ish
to putsuade the public that it is eating honey
when it is taking medicice; nor hare we a

profound regard for those books and under,
takings which approach golden-fronted and
fuli of sunny promise, like bees in June,
but bear a stinging moral in their tail.

It ia the interest of every citixen that
places of amuaenient should be multiplied,
whose direct and obvious bearing is ele¬
vating ard refining. Among all such there
is none at once so lovely in itself and so

exhaustless in its influence, as exhibitions
and collections of (lowers and fruit. Ia
Esgland there is no more attractive spec¬
tacle than the annual floral festivals in Re¬
gent's Park and at Chiswick. All that is
most eminent of every kind in the London
world meets on these occasions, and it is
the skill of the gardener, and not the wealth
of the proprietor, which bears the palm.
In no part of the world are any fetes more

beautiful, and none are more popular1.
Delight in lovely forms.a renewed feel¬

ing of the importance of dowers as social
influences.the knowledge of floral cul¬
ture and treatment to be gained from the
most accomplished gardeners who present
their finest specimens.the friendly reun¬

ion under this sweetest aspect of nature .

these are the advantages and the charms of
sush exhibitions. They stimulate gene¬
rous rivalries in production and cultivation.
Who shall show the most nectarean pear,
who the moat luscious peach . These are

the questions proposed at these flowery
tournaments, and answered there for the
public good.
Many of our cities are already walking in

this pleasant way, and by the report of the
meeting on Monday evening last, our readers
have doubtless seen that the florists and
fruitistsof New-Vork are about putting flieir
best foot forward. We trust their plan will
result in a regular periodical exhibition of
the finest fruit* and flowers and vegetables.
Its character should be metropolitan, as be¬
fore,es the City. There is no reason why
we should net have a resort as attractive
and thronged aa that of other cities and
other countries, and, if those whom Hewers
suggest.if the many wiveä and daughters
of the City and neighborhood will cooperate
with their hands, as they certainly will with
their hearts, in the movement .if they will
present specimens, solicit and exchange in¬
formation and interest themselves to attend,
and cause their friends to attend, the public
festivals.the enterprise will be assured of
ruccess by their aid, as the song could not
fail of triumphing to which the Poet's Queen
"lent the beauty of ber voice."
